SAN JOSE 一 On Saturday， 
October 7th，a band of fourteen 
determined people representing at 
least five _ different Santa Clara 
County Chinese American organ- 
jzations assembledq at the Historic 
Chinese Cemetery in San Jose.This 
time they were Prepared to act， 
rather ,than just talk. Wearing 
jeans and overalls instead :of their 
usual business attire，they -came 
With an assortment of hoes, rakes， 
Scythes，bolo knives，shears，and 
shovels to attack the shoulder-high 
Weeds which prevented them from 
entering the cemetery. Ranging in 
age from 12 to 67，they slashed 
their "way through the brittle 
Weeds to reach the altar and the 
burner.，By noon the invading 
Vegetation had- been totally 
decimated by their onslaught， It 
had looked like an impossible task 
when they arrived. Now，relaxing 
coveredqd with sweat， dirt， and 


Scratches, they gave some thought 
to the significance of what they 


had done in relation to other

cemeteries throughout the state，

“Im the first of my family to 
come to _ the United States， 
explained Mike Fong，President of 
SACC (Stanford . Area Chinese 
Club) and an engineer，He was 
born in Peking and came to this 
country in 1948. “Even though 
ITm new here，Tm interested .in 
Chinese _ American history,” he 
continued.“Especially in the be- 


ginning Ireally could not identify : 


myself as an American Chinese 
here，because were from quite a 
bit different background from 
many of them，being a_ .Northern 
Chinese. But as time went on，I 
felt TI was a part of them 一 
Chinese American 一 so TI feel 
there is something of historical 
value in _ this cemetery which 
concerns me,” 

Ernie “ Wong， President of 
CACL (Chinese American Citi- 
zens Ieague) and property 
manager，stated that CACL had 
voted to give financial support to 
the cemetery，but the reason why 
he carme to clean it up is that he 
wanted to show a .personal 
commitment， “Today, it s so easy 
to put up a few bucks and walk 
away from it,， he commented. 
There is a trend socially as our 
community ， becomes ”more 
affluent to want to enjoy the 
prosperity; but sometimes things 
jump out at you, make your juices 
和 iow a little faster，and say，'“This 
should not be. .This is one of those 
situations, ”he said，referring to 
the _ attempt by developers to 
acquire the Chinese cemetery for 
their own gain. He told about 
growing up in Arkansas，where he 
was born and his father owned a 
grocery Store. 了 very small town 
along the Delta had one Chinese 
family.， At least the Chinese 
Americans in Arkansas “were 
treated better than those in Miss- 
issippi，where his wife was born， 
he concluded. 

WORTHWHILE 

Although Esther Lee was born 
in Shanghai and came to the 
United States 15 years ago，her 
husband is :a fifth generation 
Chinese American whose great- 
great-grandfather worked on the 
Union Pacific Railroad.“I think 让 
was a good day to start cleaning 
up the cemetery,， was her opin- 
ion.“ “Saturdays we just lie around 
at home. Its worthwhile，helping

country，we have to do something 
for our Chinese community and

along is to let her see we have a 
little ， something from early 
Chinese settlers and to know some 
of the early history around San 
Jose… Her daughter Melinda，age 
12, .did her share to clean up the 
cemetery， She wants to be an 
archaeologist when she grows up 
“because you study old bones from 
along time ago and you can trace 
back to when people first started.” 

“TI came down here because I

CHUNG YANG 

This was quite an appropriate 
time to clean UP the cemetery 
since 过 was around the time of 
Chung Yang Festival (Oct; 10 this 
year), 了 thel Chong had brought 
Some pyracanthus from her gar- 
den，some incense，and paper 
money，She explained that her 
family makes a practice of visiting 
their cemetery in Stockton twice a 
year, in the spring at Ching Ming 
and in the fall at Chung Yang.

Don DeMers，Director -of the 
San Jose Historical Museum，his 
face sunburnt and covered with 
Sweat，had also been cleaning up 
the Chinese cemetery,，“I came 
because _ think this is an 
important historical site，because 
its one of the few remaining 
things .that _ are significant that 
remind us of the Chinese.

Francisco BulIetin which decried 
the “unnatural competition ” 
caused by the Chinese. In 1860 the 
first tax on the Chinese, a $10 poll 
.tax Was prIoposed，but rejected 
because 让 would be bad for 
business， - 

Although treated with condes- 
cension and prejudice，not all of 
the Chinese were intimidated. In 
August，1869，Ah Gim brought 
legal action against his“employer 
Oliver Cromwell to recover $78 in 
back wages. As a result Cromwell 
was required to pay him this sum . 

TAX 


Many attempts to pass a law 
taxing Asians OF restricting their 
immigration failed because British 
Columbia needed a railroad to 
connect 让 with Canada's eastern 
provinces. Without cheap labor 
the railroad_ could not be built ; 
and without the railroad- British 
Columbians felt they were in 
danger of annexation by the 
United States. 

In 1875 an attempt was made in 
Victoria to deny the Chinese the 
right to vote，One of the City 
Councillors had argued against 
this by stating that the Negroes of 
the city had the right to vote，and 
thereftore there was no reason to 
exclude the Chinese. An editorial 
in the local newspaper countered 
this argument with the following 
rebuttal: “To _ couple Chinamen 
and the colored man as was done 
on Wednesday evening is not only 
in the worst possible taste，bnut 
it betrays ignorance of the Prin- 
cipal ground upon which the 
question rests. Colored ，persons 
differ only from the white in point 
of color. JIn language，religion， 
habits of life and thought, they are 
the _ same， They are not less 
intelligent， enterprising，， indus- 
trious，orderly，benevolent，They 
own as much property,，Ppay as 
much taxes. In a word，they are 
no less citizens and no less capable 
of making good use of the electoral 
franchise on account of their 
color: But in all these respects the 
Chinese are essentially different 
and. are jlikely to remain so. 
Without any interests and 
sympathies in common with bona 
fide citizens, they are Precisely the 
element to be desired and used at 
an election by the designing and 
unscrupulous.” 

VOTE 

Blacks were always able to vote 
in Canada，Once the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad was compjleted in 
1885, the Chinese were disenfran- 
chised; and for 64 years，until as 
recently as- 1949 Chinese Cana- 


dians were- unable to vote， 
Immigiation of Chinese was ex- 
cluded from 1923 to 1967. 


Japanese immigrants had an 
easier time because the Japanese 
government exerted political and 
economic pressure on the Cana- 
dian government whenever the 
]atter attempted to pass discrim- 
inatory legislation against Jap- 
anese Canadians，Chinese Cana- 
dians were on their own，They 
had no such help. one cannot but 
admire the valiant Chinese Cana- 
dians who went on strike for five 
in September， 1878;， to 
protest a law which required all 
Chinese to be licensed every six 
months at a cost of $30 each time. 
The strike forced the closing of 
boot and. shoe factories，restaur- 
ants，hbotels，laundries，and tailor 
shops. In the end the government 
was forced to compromise; and 
the law was_ declared uncop- 


stitutional.

These andother interesting facts 
are set forth in James Morton s 7 
the Seaof Sterile Mountainis: tpe 
Cjimnese 训 BritisP Cofu7napia， The 
paperback edition consists of 280 
pages,，plus 16 pages of black and 
whbite illustrations，A chronology 
of events is included at the end of 
the book. There are no footnotes， 
but the text is filed with 
quotations from early British 
Columbian newspapers， 

In his prologue Morton 
acknowledges that his book is “not 
a necessarily sociological history of 
the Chinese”nor a particularly 
accurate or complete one，and 
that much of the material Was 
obtained from newspapers which 
had“varying political loyalties.” 
Morton does not admit that the 
newspapers also had varying 
prejudices against the Chinese， 
which reflected the prejudices in 
Canadian society at that time,. By 
omitting Chinese-language Sour- 
ces and oral histories of early 
Chinese Canadians，he has pre- 
sented an unbalanced account of 
the Chinese in British Columbia 
一 one solely from the British 
point of view. 

One interesting aspect of the 
book is that，instead of focusing 
narrowly -on Chinese society， 
Morton deajls with Chinese Cana- 
dians in the larger British Colum- 
bian and Canadian context and 
shows the political and economic 
forces in which they were caught. 
He tries to enliven the history with 
descriptions of places and -people 
(usually white) and anecdotes 
about their foibles, As a result,，his 
vivid depictions of people like 
Arthur Bunster make such bigots 
seem merely jlike  “jolly good 
fellows”zrather than the vicious 
scoundrels their words and acts 
indicate. 

ANONYMOUS 

On the other hand, the Chinese 
are usually anonymous, They are 
statistics. VVith the exception ofthe 
servant Cee，the Chinese seem 
like human ciphers, and it may be 
difficult for many readers to care 
about their fate. 

When Morton ， records dis- 
criminatory incidents and prejud- 
icial attitudes，he does not always 
point out the' fallacies involved. 
FEor example，an_ attempt was 
made to exclude the Chinese from 
working in the mines because they 
could not read and write，and 
might endanger the lives of white 
miners， It would be useful to 
know what the literacy rate was 
among white miners in the jlate 
nineteenth century. Morton oc- 
casionally includes Chinese stereo- 
types: He refers to “the typical 
Chinese predisposition to ， the 
laundry business” and the “strange 
national desire to gamhble” of the 
Chinese. .Were there no poker or 
pinochle players among white 
Canadians? 

Morton's philosophy of history 
is summed up at the end of the 
book by the statement: “The men 
of one age cannot be condemned， 
those _ of another praised; they 
were all produets of their times 一 
with the_ exception;， perhaps，of 
the distant voice of James Fel 
who, in 1876, had the courage to 
point out the unpopular truths of 
”in defending 
the Chinese. Morton does not ask 
himself how James Fell was able
